PROMISED KING 5 PER CENT 
Merton said that under .the terms 


of an agreement , he finally reached 
with King, in July, 1921, ho agreed to 
pay the latter five per cent of the 
amount of assets recovered, provided 
the transaction was completed before 
Aug. 15, 1921. If the transaction was 
not completed before Sept. 15, Merton 
said he was to pay King 2% per cent 
of the amount recovered. In addition 
he testified he agreed to pay King 
$50,000 in cash, and shortly thereaf- 
ter give King a check for that amount 
drawn on the Chase National bank. 
Merton said he had not seen the can- 
celled check but he knew that it had 
been cashed. 


King, the late Jesse W. Smith and 


Miller attended the champagne dinner, 
Merton testified. He gave each of his 
three guests a gold cigarette caso as 
souvenirs the witnesses said.

KING INFLUENTIAL, LEADER 
Merton said he obtained the services 


of King because he thought it would 
be less expensive than hiring a law- 
yer. King was once Republican aa- 
ional commltteeman from 
Connecti- 


cut and one of the most Influential 
men in the Republican party. 


Telling of the actual transfer of the 
',000.000, Merton testified that at a 


champagne dinner in a private room 
at tho Ritz-Carlton hotel in this city. 
Miller handed him two checks total- 
ing about $7.000.000.

[Wisconsin as there is between a cat and a 
caterpillar. 
The late senator gave "Wis- 


consin a notable administration in every 
respect, accompanied with reforms that 
changed the whole trend of politics and 
government, and all for the better. Mr. 
Blaine Has nothing o? the kind to his cred- 
it, but stands out chiefly for his culti- 
vation of machine politics, backroom 
gov- 


ernment, excessive taxes and extrava- 
grant use of public funds. If his adminis- 


l tration had been that of a so-called re- 


actionary, it would have been painted in 
the blackest colors by Mr. La Follette 
and the Progressive organization. 


Government of this kind can "get by" 


for only a limited period. It cannot per- 
petuate itself by falsely representing that 
it was conducted in the name of Progress 
and in memory of Wisconsin's great de- 
parted leader.

People 
have been over-fed on the exaggerations 
cf its leaders, and the kind of excesses 
and politics practiced in its name. 


As we said in the beginning, the more 


the primary election is surveyed, the 
more it becomes a matter for public con- 
gratulation and rejoicing, this despite the 
unfortunate loss of Mr. Lenroot in the 
senate. 


KOR AUTONOMY 


The Philippine House of Representa- 


tives has done the expected thing. It has 
passed, by an overwhelming vote, and 
over the veto of Governor General Leon- 
ard "Wood, a bill providing for a plebi- 
scite in the islands on the question of in- 
dependence. This completes the expres- 
sion of the official Filipino feeling on the 
subject, "as the senate of the islands 
passed a similar measure a month ago. 
This action will bring the entire matter 
officially before President Coolidgc. for 
he must sign the bill before it can be a 
law and if he vetoes it the measure will 
be dead and of no value. 


It was in anticipation of this action on 


the part of the Philippine congress that 
President Coolidge recently sent Carmi 
Thompson to'the islands to make an in- 
vestigation for his personal information. 
Since President Coolidge has six months 
before he needs to take action on the 
measure passed by the Philippine law- 
making body he has ample time to con- 
sider all phases of the situation and di- 
gest the complete report which will be 
submitted to him by Mr. Thompson. 


Indications now point to the conclu- 


sion that Mr. Thompson's report will be 
negative, and. in.that case, there is little 
doubt that the president will veto the au- 
tonomy plebiscite measure and recom- 
mend legislation to be passed by the Unit- 
ed States congress whereby a certain 
definite period of further American pro- 
tection for the Philippines shall be pro- 
claimed, within which no further moves 
for independence for the islands will be 
considered. 


This would seem to be- a wise and pru- 


dent course, which would permit not on- 
ly the natives to become more fitted for 
self-government but would develop the 
islands themselves, commercially, to the 
"point where an island nation would be- 
self-supporting and prosperous.

If automobiles carried green Instead 


of red tail light* in every »tate it 
would probably result in fewer acci- 
dents and to some extent simplify 
traffic problems, but -unless such a 
measure could be enacted into law by 
federal process or by concerted action 
on the part of each state legislature 
such a departure would only cause 
confusion, especially to tourists, ac 
cording to the concensus of opinion 
among highway and police offlcMls in 
Appleton.
